THIS WEEK IN MO. HISTORY 


Floyd C. Shoemaker 
In Kansas City, forty-nine years 
ago this week, was formed the Mis­ 
souri Bar Associtaion, State organi­ 
zation of the legal profession of Mis­ 
souri. 
Responding to an 
informal 
call for a meeting, “for the purpose 
of dev ising means for relief of 
the 
Supreme Court of Missouri”, lawyers 
from various parts of the State 
as­ 
st -mbled in the United State» court­ 
room, December 29, 1880, and 
pro­ 
ceeded to band themselves together 
into a professional society. 
Rufus E. Anderson 
of 
Hannibal 
called the meeting to order, and 
E. 
J. Montague of Jasper county was 
elected chairman, with H. E. Mills of 
St. Louis as 
temporary 
secretary. 
After the drafting and adoption of a 
constitution and by-laws, 
to 
which 


112 members signed their names, of­ 
ficers were elected. 
Willard I'. Hall 
of St. Joseph was named president; 
W. H. H. Russell, St. Louis, 
secre­ 
tary; M. C. T. Williams, Kansas City, 
treasurer and J. W. Dunlap, Kansas 
City, A. W. Stayback, St. Louis and 
John F. Phillips, Sedalia, members 
of the executive committee. 
The lirst annual meeting 
of 
the 
association was held in St. Louis De­ 
cember 27 and 28, 
1881, 
but Judge 
Hall was prevented by his last illness 
from being present, indeed from ever 
presiding at a meeting of the organi 
zution, 
E. J. Montague was 
again 
elected temporary « airm an , and the 
members named Henry Hitchcock 
of 
St. Louis as their second president. 
The overcrowded condition of the 
State Supreme Court docket 
had for 
some time been giving concern to the 
members of the Bar. 
It was the sub­ 
ject of discussion at the early meet­ 
ings of the association, and the ob­ 
ject of repeated recommendations to 
the Legislature. 
Of the achievements of the organi­ 
zation, George Robertson, of Mexico, 
presdient a number of 
years 
later, 
wrote: 
“ A study of the history of the as­ 
sociation demonstrates th a t it 
has 
been a powerful factor in the creation 
of the different courts and commiss­ 
ions of this State with a view of en­ 
abling 
the 
courts 
to transact 
the 
business of the* State and 
keep 
up 
with their dockets. 
Its achievements 
have been. Vhe. creation of the 
Su- 
preme C oiirt-~-Gommission, 
the 
two 
Courts of Appeals at Kansas City 
and St. Louis, and the constitutional 
amendment adopt* d in 1890, 
rear­ 
ranging and increasing the 
number 
of judges of the Supreme Court, and 
it was largely due to the efforts 
of 
Henry Hitchcock 
of St. Louis 
and 
other delegates from this association 
to the American 
Bar 
Association, 
that finally Congress was induced to 
pass a law creating the intermediate 
United States 
Court 
of 
Appeals, 
thereby relieving the crowded docket 
o 1' the Supreme Court of the United 
States”. 
‘“It is also due to the efforts of this 
association”, he adds, “that the law 
of this State has been changed, 
re­ 
quiring a higher standard for admiss­ 
ion to the B ar”.

in 1928 our Scott County farmers 
seeded 41,810 acres of winter wheat, 
compared to 38,880 acres sown 
this 
tail for the 1930 crop, 
upon 
which 
the condition is 95 per cent of 
nor­ 
mal. 
The December 1 local price of 
corn was 74 cents 
per 
bushel, 
at 
which time growers had gathered 78 
per cent of their corn. 
Farm ers esti­ 
mate their gardens 
to 
have 
been 
worth $67 each this year. 
Fall plow­ 
ing for 1930 crops is 33 per cent 
of 
the usual amount in this county. 
Missouri farm ers have in the fall 
of ] 929, seeded 1,613,000

winter wheat, compared to 1,792,000

1928, 
with the December first condition of
